‘the Canadian Seed Growers’ Associa- 
tion that methods.of producing reg- 
istered seed of new cereal varieties 
are riot satisfactory and laid before 
delegates a method on which he be- 
lieved a sound and practical method 
could be developed. 

The senior cereal specialist at the 
Winnipeg laboratory said old methods 
of producing registered seed were 
good methods but are found wanting 
when they come to be applied to the 
new varieties in western Canada 
where varieties change rapidly. 

They are lacking in three distinct 
ways, he said. First, they are not 
sufficiently flexible to enable growers 
and especially elite stock growers, or 
growers of the type of seed used by 
selected seed growers, to change 
quickly from one variety to another 
in. accordance with the popular de- 
mand for seed. 

Secondly, Dr. Goulden said, the 
method of producing elite stock 
would be likely to give trouble when 
applied to the new varieties and, 
thirdly, the old methods do not give 
the plant breeder sufficient oppor- 
tunity to replace the old, stocks with 
new ones that are distinctly superior. 

Of the last point, the speaker said 
it was his contention that rules and 
regulations regarding the production 
of registered seed should take this 
fact into account and provide ma- 
chinery whereby any new strain that 
is definitely proved by the plant 
breeder to be superior, should be 
made use of to replace all previous 
stocks as quickly as possible. 

The essential feature of the 
methods he suggested, Dr. Goulden 
said, are that elite stock must be 
produced by elite growers of founda- 
ticn stock supplied by the originator 
of the variety. The elite grower can 
4ontinue producing elite “from this 
stock by handling it in a specified 
way and keeping it up to the re- 
quired standard of purity; when su- 
perior stock becomes available, the 
association can deckare all elite 
stocks to be first generation .and re- 
quest that the. elite grower obtain 
new foundation stock.

CCF. LEADER ISSUES

‘Following a conference of his par- 
ty’s provincial candidates in Edmoa- 
ton on Monday with members of the 
‘provincial executive, Chester A. Ron- 
ning, provincial leader of the Co- 
6perative Commonwealth Federation, 

Tuesday issued the following 
statement on the Alberta public debt: 

“No goverment succeeding the pres- 
ent administration can restore th: 
public debt position as it: was prior 
to the decision of the government to 
pay only half the contract rate of in- 
terest. without sacrificing the social 
services of the province and :mposing 
an unbearable burden on the A!verta 
people. This a C.C.F. government 
would not do. 


“We believe that a wise and bus- 
inesslike handling of the public debt 
situation could have acconiplished in 
a constitutional manner. by refunding 
and negotiation, the saving in public | 
debt charges obtained by the present 
government. But a C.C.F. govern- 
ment quite definitely will not take 
the responsibility for the consequences 
of the present government’s uncon- 
stitutional and unbusinesslike proce- 
dure, by assuming the burden of un- 
paid interest which now amounts to | 
approximately $10,000,000.

There is a clause in the act which 
would exempt a company that became 
a member of the bank from carrying 
out adjustments in any province in 
whidh ther> was legislation which 
the bank considered of an unduly re- 
strictive nature, unless the province 
provided that such legislation did not 
apply to loans adjusted under the 
new act, said Mr. Tighe. 

It is not accurate to say that the 
province has to repeal all such leg- 
islation. It has only to provide that 
such legislation shall not apply to 
any mortgage adjusted under the act. 

The domition parliament merely 
says to the debtor and creditor: If 
you both choose to enter into an 
agreement upon the terms we set-out 
in the act, the dominion government 
will come to your assistance in the 
manner indicated. 


Mr. Tighe added that the money 
invested in mortgages in Alberta did 
not represent the money of large cap- 
italists, but the money of companies 
such as life insurance, trust and mort- 
gage companies, the funds of which 
are almost exclusively those of a large 
number of citzens of Canada, many 
of whom are ‘resident in Alberta. 
These funds fepresented insurang: 
premiums or small deposits or the 
savings of individuals.

Centralization v. Decentralization 


What is best for Canada—-greater centralization of government than 


already exists or, a larger measure of decentralization of administration ? 

The foregoing que stion is one which is occ upying a good deal of atten- 
tion in the minds of the people of this country. It is'a question which has 
a great many facts and one in which there is room for a great deal of 
honest difference of opinion, one of the reasons why it is assuming a good 
deal of prominence ‘ 

It is also a question about which there is a good deal of loose thinking 
and consequently, loose talking It is a problem, however, which should 
and must, be faced squarely and about which no snap judgment should be 
rendered in the popular mind, since the whole future destiny of the country 
depends upon the answer. 

In this country there are two schools of thought,

There are who contend that Canada, with its federal govern 
its nine provincial governments, its multiplicity. of rural and urban 
municipalities and numerous minor local authorities with their satellite 
boards and commissions is very much overgoverned for a country with a 
population of about eleven millions to support them and their tax levies. It 
is thought that if some of these governmental groups were abolished or 
curtailed in number with their jurisdiction wholly or partially transferred 
to the remaining governmental entities, it would result in better govern- 
ment at less coast, They argue, doubtless with some justification, that 
fewer governments in the field with power to exact taxation would result 
in less overlapping. greater efficiency and greater economy and would, 
therefore. help to relievé the taxpayer& of some of the burden of which 


they now complain. ~

Decentralization. Argument 

On the other hand, the advocates of continuance of the status quo, or 
even an extension of decentralization maintain, also perhaps not without 
some justification, that greater centralization of authority would result in 
the building up of a bureaucracy which might, in the course of time, become 
dictatorial in its attitude towards the needs and aspirations of the common 
people; that long range government by remote control is impractical in a 
country of such vast geographic expanse and wide range of different eco- 
nomic conditions as Canada, because of the difficulty, if not impossibility 
of central government catering to local requirements and of taking into 
consideration local conditions and that, in short, it is undesirable because 
any curtailment of local -self government, constitutes a weakening of the 
lemocratic form of government, on the ground that local self government 
is the keystone in the arch of democracy. 

Insofar as Wesern Canada is concerned, opponents of greater central- 
ization of government further contend that if a greater measure of author- 
ity were vested in Ottawa, it would tend to militate against the interests 
of the west just so long as representation in the federal parliament and 
the voting power of the people in the east is’ greater than that of the 
west. 

If the premises of both schools of thought can be accepted as funda- 
mental and factual, the issue then boils itself down to this: Do the people 
@f this country seek more efficient and more economical but perhaps less 
considerate goveynment or, are they willing to pay the price of a full 
measure of freedom and of close access to those who represent them, to- 
gether with the greater responsiveness to their demands and requests which 
maturally goes with accessibility? °

Then, of course, there is the question of Canadian unity of thought and 
purpose 
tions constitute a threat to the continued existence of the democracies. 

This, too, is a very important phase of the problem of centralization 
versus decentralized administration and one which cannot be overlooked 
when this question is under review. It is an issue born of the international 
as well as the national and local conditions which affect the present day 
and probably the future welfare of Canada. 

What the concrete outcome of the discussions of this highly important 
and difficult problem will be, it is impossible to predict at this stage. That 
there will be some measure of realignment of authority and jurisdiction is 
to be expected. Perhaps some middle course will be found which will result 
in greater economy and efficiency throughout the entire structure of 


government without loss of any of the individual liberties and privilege of 
accessibility wRich the people of this country presently enjoy. 

The question is one which the people of the country must ultimately 
determine for themselves and in view of its great importance it predicates 
the exercise of much care and thought if the right answer is to be given 
and the solution most beneficial to the people of the country as a whole 
is to be found and applied.

000; Germany, 1,750,000; total 2,700,-

University Of The 


Train Military Pilots For 
The Defence Of Canada 


A “university of the air” primarily 
to train military pilots. but also to 
develop civil fliers is being set up by 
the fedetal government. 


Like orthodox. wnhiversities it wal 


have a four-year term but at this 
flying institution the students will 
be paid at least $4 a day for offer- 
ing their services instead of paying 
for their tutelage. 

The Dominion’s latest ‘college’ is 
scattered across the country at eight 
airports, at Camp Borden and at 
Trenton, Ont., where young men will 
be trained for the Royal Canadian 
Air Force as part of Canada’s ex- 
panding defence program. 

Young men. taking out short-serv- 
ice commissions with the R.C.A.F. 
will train for 50 weeks at flying 
clubs in eight Canadian cities and at 
two air stations in Ontario under the 


new program the ‘national defence) 


department is starting. 

After the training ‘period, for 
which they receive $4 a day, they 
graduate formally into the air force 
where they are obliged to serve three 
years. During their service in the 
regular fighting squadrons of the 
R.C.A.F, they are paid $5.75 a day 
for a pilot officer, $6.44 for a flying 
officer, $7.81 for flight lieutenant and. 
$9.04 for squadron leader. Various 
allowances are made for rations, 
qiiarters, uniforms and marriage. 

Five per cent. of this salary is de- 
ducted to be paid the pilot when he 
‘leaves the service after the four-year 
term and besides this a $500 a year 
gratuity for the three years in the 
squadrons also is guaranteed when 
he withdraws to private life. 

With this nest egg, the defence de- 


partment feels the man who spends, 


four years in the R.C.A.F. on a short- 
service commission has ample means 
to rehabilitate himself in civilian 


‘life. © | 


If he leaves thé force at the end 
of the period he retains his connec- 
tion with the R.C.A.F. for a six-year 
period through transfer to the re- 
serve force. He has certain liabilities 
on the reserve; he might be pressed 
into service for training or action in| 
time of national emergency or in 
defence of Canada against actual or 
apprehended attack. 

In this manner, the defence de- 
partment hopes to build a strong 
supply of military pilots in the Do- 
minion and create a big reserve of 
flying men. It also is anticipated 
that civil aviation will benefit from| 
this short-service training plan for) 
many young pilots probably will con-| 
sider the four-year service in the i 
R.C.A.F. merely an educational step-| 
ping stone to commercial flying. 
Without expense to themselves, 4 
will prepare them for future work in} 
the skies piloting commercial air) 
lines planes. . 

The new scheme has met with 
great success as far as registration, 
defence. officials say. Hundreds of ap-} 
plications have been received for the 
76 pilot posts to be filled this year. 
In thé intermediate and advanced) 
stages 50 British recruits for the) 
Royal. Air Force will train with 
those aiming at positions in the 
RCAF.

Wheat Board Rules 
Should Be Studied 


In this issue we are printing an ad- 
vertisement of the Canadian Wheat 
Board respecting the 5,000 bushel limit 
on deliveries to the Board. Every 
farmer and land-owner should read 
these instructions carefully so that 
risk of offending the Act will be 
avoided. 


It will be noted that every person 
who sells wheat to the Board in ex- 
cess of 5,000 bushels and in breach of 
regulations set out in the advertise- 
ment is guilty of an offence and pun- 
ishable on summary convigtion by 
fine or imprisonment. It is the ear- 
nest hope of the Wheat Board that 
wide publication and understanding 
‘will prevent any infringement of the 
law and that all producers will eo- 
operate to this end. The Board will 
have inspectors checking deliveries 
at the elevators and farms to assist 
in administration of the Act.

Just one 
instance was the occasion at Ottawa 
when the King and Queen plunged 
alone into a.throng of war veterans 
to become the first British sovereign 
ever to walk into the midst of a large 
public gathering entirely unescorted. 
Canada’s reception too must have 
come close to setting a new high in 
public enthusiasm. Everywhere the 
people met their King and Queen with 
unrestrained fervor and Halifax was 
no exception. On this last day in 
the Dominion, Their Majesties were 
followed about the city by roar on 
roar of thunderous wélicome from 
the moment their glistening “palace 
on wheels” rolled into the station from 
Truro, N.S., until the time came to

EARLY SIGNS OF STOMACH 
- CANCER 


Dr. Sara M. Jordan of Boston, in 
an address to the American Medical 
Association last year, analysed the 
early signs of cancer of the stomach. 
She says that there are two stages in 
the history of this affection, one pre- | 
ceding. the other by weeks or months. 

The symptoms to which reference 
will be made are both primary and 
secondary, that is they appear in the 

bey earliest stages as well as later 


Of these, pain and distress in the 
stomach region is the éarliest sign. 
It may appear as a general abdomin- 
al sign. It may show itself in the 
right or left upper quarter of the ab- 
domen or in the shoulders. It is a 
common secondary sign as well. Loss 
of appetite, loss of weight and vomit- 
ing come next in order as primary 
signs, while nausea and vomiting are | 
second in frequency as secondary 
symptoms. 


Loss of strength is common, while 
hiccup, belching, difficulty in swal- 
lowing, as well as diarrhoea or con- 
stipation may occur. 

Loss of weight, appetite and strength 
are strongly suggestive of cancer of 
the stomach in @ patient who com- 
plains of pain and distress in that 
region. These signs should at once 
send the person for x-ray and other 
aids to diagnosis. 


A useful rule for both patient and 
doctor is that in a patient of over 35 
years, abdominal discomfort of: over 
a few days duration should be check- 
ed and if persistent re-checked with 
careful study, both x-ray and chemi- 
cal. One of the best safeguards a- 
gainst cancer and indeed almost any 
disease, is periodic health examina- 
tion. If the individual made it his 
habit to have an annual overhaul, 
what an enormous number of cancers, 
heart cases, kidney and lung affec- 
ls tt would be caught early and at 


a time when they might readily be 
‘cured! |
